Certainties. 



Three thingB tol^pbly 'SBjprtein : 
The people are very geneiallx. in fa- 
vour of any reasonable odikpromise 
wliioh, whilo fair to the Dominion as 
a -whole, Avould ensure to this Pro- 
vinoo the earliest posBible commence- 
meut and continuous prosecution of 
railw»y construction both on tbo Is- 
land and the Mainland; thoy coudemn 
the conduct of the Local Govoniment 
in refusing to negotiate ■with the Do- 
minion Government and nppcftliiig to 
England, thereby occasioning serioua 
delay and briuging tho Pacific Pro- 
vince into a position of antagonism to- 
vrardi the Dominion without tlio pro- 
liability of attaining any conipousat- 
ing r eBults; and they expect and de- 
mand that any now Hail VT ay Terms a- 
greed upon between the two Govern- 
menta shall be submitted to them as 
fiilly and dii-eotly as were the original 
Ternu. Tlie organs of the local Ad- 
minigtration %t one timo stoutly de- 
nied the first of these three proposi- 
tions. They can hardly be expected 
to Admit the second, although the lo- 
cal organ has recently tacitly admitted 
asuuehina moment of confusion. 
' There is now too much reaion to fear 
thai Miniiil^r?^ -are determined to 
•train jthe CQnetitution, disregard tho 
unanimpuB voice of the Legislature 
and of the country and, in all likeli- 
hood, still further postpone commence- 
ment of that great work upon which 
all hopes hang in order to cirsumvont 
the third. Mr. AVnlkem is known to 
be lingering at Ottawa' v/ith tho double 
object of inducing Mr. Mackenzie to 
forego legislation by Columbia and to 
■ > delay the meeting of our Legisla- 
ture as to strengthen the excuse for 
not afiordiug tho people tho constitu- 
tional opportunity of accepting or re- 
jecting the Kelaied Terms. It is now 
beyond a doubt that the meeting of 
tho House ia being postponed to ah 
unprecedeutedly late period with that 
sole object in view. If, as would now 
teem too probable, tho tricks resorted 
to by Ministers in order to avoitl ap- 
pealing to the people whose confidence 
, they, ,are, consoioua of .havi^iS. so 
basely ' sacrificed ' to theii* 'own 
Mlfiah'.endfl, should be tho moans 
bi deJaji ihg for another year tho com- 
mencement so ardently desired by all 
except the four Ministers and tlieir 
immediate dependents, it will, indeed, 
be a Borry day for Columbia, — and all 
in orider' that four MimstferS may re - 
main twelve months longer in tho un- 
diiturbed enjoyment ofotTice, But are 
they quite sure that they shall roniain? 
That there was abundance of timo to 
■ have submitted tho new Terms to tlio 
people and called the Legislature to- 
gether to ratify them as early aa tho 
House ia likoly now to be called togeth- 
er is incontrovertible. Lord Carnar- 
lon'a "opinion" wan rendered in Not- 
ember.and there was, therefuro, plenty 
of time to hold tho olectioua and meat 
theHpaae before March. However 
■nocesafuUy tho i^uostibn of time ' may 
,ii6w be pleaded as an argument 
against diaolution, it could not with 
any force of reason have boon pleaded 
in tho first instance. It must bo per- 
'fectly clear that subsoquent^delay 
could only be for the contemptibly. 
Bolfish object already indicated. It 
will be for tho i^eople to give practical 
expression to their opinion of such 
conduct at the first opportunity pre- 
sented by the constitutior — an ojjpor- 
tunity whicla it is not in tho power of 
Ministers to put off much longer. 
'Wteri the Home does meat members 
will.be afforded an opportuaity^ of 
placing on record their oi)iuioj\ of th.T 
caurse pursued by Ministers in this 
mitttor. That record will he l)eforo 
the people, who will know how to do 
(heir duty at the Ballot-box. One 
thhig niust now be tolerably clear to 
all: When, last session, Ministers wore 
' BO eager to place on the jonrnalid of

ting tho ooutinent to itg very centre 
with unbroken frcightg fronr Europe 
and Asia, and taking away tho pro- 
duce of the country through which the 
ships do pass. Tho/e'are those who 
■regard as .a piece of suicidal and silly 
^iberidity the' provision for allowing 
Americans the use of our canals on the 
aauie torms as our own people; but 
surely a little reflection must tend to 
the conclusion that the more trade 
Canada can draw through her own 
channels tho bettor; and, besides, it 
is simply what Canada already enjoys 
in respect of the canal* of tho United 
States, a general im])res9iou to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Tho op- 
ponents of tho Reciprocity Treaty, in 
their anxiety to prejudice the public 
mind have greatly ovnggerated tho 
cost of the proposed work. The 
Caughnawaga canal has boon estimat- 
cd to cost as liigli as eight and even 
ten millions, whereas Mr. Walter 
Siianly.f than whom there is probably 
no betteir iinthority, puts it at five 
niillions. Looking at tlie whole mat- 
ter in all its intorc^ts and oonsoquon- 
ces, so far from regarding the propos- 
ed canal uljli.gations in tho light of an 
objection to the projected Treaty, wo 
should be disposed to look with all 
tlio more favor u[)on tho Treaty as the 
moans of hurrying tho canal system to 
early completion. , . 

Tliie Municipal Frauckise. 

Do the. ratepayers of Victoria realize 
the factthat,in|so forastheirimmediate 
interests are concerned^ the City Leg- 
islature is even of more importance 
that the Provincial Legislature? If 
taxation be the gauge, it is greatly 
inoro important. It follows as a logi- 
cal sequence that the civic franchise 
ought to be at list as 'jealously guard- 
ed as the Provincial franchise,— and 
this bring.s na face to face with the 
quofitiou discussed at tho Council 
Chamber on "Wednesday evening, 
viz, Shall Chinese bo allowed to vote 
at Municipal elections? "\Vo cannot 
congratulate tho Council, as a whole, 
upon tho discussion. Tho fact that 
Chinese have, by express onactment, 
been excluded from tho Provincial 
franchi?e would appear to have been 
ignored. There can bo no more deli- 
cacy about excluding tliis class from 
the one frauchiso then from tho other. 
Tho couslitutiou which permitted tho 
one could not prevent tho other. Tho 
right and power {.so persistently deni- 
ed by the Attorney-General) of tlio 
Provincial Legislature to expressly 
exclude Chinese has been demonstrat- 
ed and ostaljlisheil; and it is idle now 
to talk about the '■delicacy" — tho con- 
Btilutional difficulty in the way. Does 
Councillor Gowen, for instance, im- 
agine that, if he were living in China, 
any "delicacy" would be felt 
about excluding him from tho fran- 
eliiso, supposing such n thing existed 
there'.'' 'i'o coujilo "Chinamen and 
colored men," as was done on Wed- 
nesday evening, is net only in tho 
worst possible taste, but it betrays 
i{.;!ior,ance of tlie j;riuoip*l ground up- 
on which tho quQstiou rests. Colored 
residents dilTor only from tlio white 
ii\ point of colour. In language, re- 
ligion, habits of life and thought, thoy 
Ei-e the same. Tlie^' are not less in- 
telligent, enterprising, industrious, 
(iidoily, benevolent. They own as 
niiicli projjorty, pay as much taxes. In 
u v,-oril,they are no loss citizens and no 
loss capable (jf making agood uao of the 
electoral franchise on account at l-hoir 
color. But in all these respects the 
Chii^ese ai-e essentially diflferent and 
lik ely ever to remoin .so. With- 
out any J utorests and synqiidhies in 
common will; tho bona tide citizens, 
they !ire pr( ('is:f'ly ih/; olemeut to bo 
desired and used at ^ii elGctiyn by tho 
dosigning and vnscrupulous, This 
was well illustrated at the late Muni- 
cipal electiuii. It will bo still more 
strikingly ilhiHtnitod at futgro oloc- 
tions unlcs.-i th"se people, thii pocu- 
liiir race, are oxchidod from tlie /ran- 
eiijso. Wo have sccn^ them elect a 
May^r. "JrVe iuay yet see them elect a 
Mayor aiid Council! ''Reverting to the 
discussion on Wecbiosday ovoning,ono 
cannot halp to some er^t^uit <if]piiring 
the poaitioji tjiken by Counciilor 
Shakaspeau, na contrftiited with the 
aflectod, ahutiUng "deliQaey" of ijowe 
other,s. There is at least a manly 
ring about the broad, open declara- 
tion— "Equal riglits to white, colored 
peopjo, C.liliu,:f>o or any other who pay 
taxes," il. ruay, lioworr'r, turn out 
tliat Lhoi^roinul is too tiro^sd. it may 
well be ((uestioiied whethor Co,micilj,or 
Shakespeare has carefully weighed 
the full import of the deojaration — 
))ro]K!rly considered the con8equen» 
cor, i>f working or tiying to' work out 
a ])rinci])!e.

HeoRcaped.in coinpiinr v,-it h JoUivour, 
and was only apiirehi iuii'il afier a long 
and perilou.s search by a pos^io of l'(..lice 
from Victoria a few day.s sinc(\ 

Tho ovidonco id' KcrgcanL J[eC!arthy, 
Tfho headed tho posso that arrested tlio 
priaonors, was first taken. He described 
tiin hunt, lioT thoy had tr.ickod them 
from place to place during tho late .severe 
■weather, coming upon them finally, lying 
lialf-asleeji in a tent, and took thcni in 
charge. Jollivour, when arrested, said 
ho was a fi'iol to g»it himself in Kiich a 
scrape. Messrs. Seymour, Smith and 
Tugwell comprised the posse. 

Mr. Michael Muir deposed that he v,-as 
ono of the jury lhat impiireil inlo the 
causo of Molecula's death. I le dosci^iliod 
tho injuries, wliich were about the h'.'ad 
and neck, as very severe. The liead 
was bruised back of tiio ear and the neck 
ap[)eared to bo broken. Kuows Jolli- 
vour; he is industrious and steady and 
bears a Rood reputation for gentleness 
of disposition. 

Mr. Fredk. Turner was sworn as inter- 
preter for an Indian woman nanu'd 
Ellon. The won.an lestilled 
in company with Mul.'cula and 
sjvoral other led a'jS she ^ai !:t 
ijr.ptiste'B house on Christmas Day. Ba])- 
tista began to beat his wif^^ iMarguerita, 
and threw her into the salt water. Bap- 
tisto coniuuuided Moh'culi'. to go and find j 
tho woniiui. Deceased riduscd to do so, 
and went outside. iS.ipiisle f ilhjwnd him, 
beat him on tho head v.ith a ])ioco <jf 
board and throw him into tho water. Mo- 
lecula was asleep when Baplisto wished 
to send him after the wonuin, liaptiste 
beat him until ho fell down and tlion 
throw him into tho water. U.o was beaten 
on tho right aide and head. Wifne.ss' fa- 
ther was drunk and all hail lieini drink- 
ing. Deceased arid Baptisle wore drunk. 

The prisoners were horo committed to 
gaol till Monday next, when the case will 
be resumed.
